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With the year 1918 a: whole system collapsed. That it had to come 

^bout was often predicted, ^s much by economic leaders as especially, 
by Geheimrat KIRDORF. The revolution which the yeor 1918 brought us was 
only conditional. In any case it did not bring about the revolution such as 

in Russia, but only a new school of thought, which slowly initiated the 
dissolution of the existing order, Bismark's stotement:- "Liberalism is the 
pacemaker of Sociznl-Democracy" is now scientifically established and proven 
for us, ۸ given school of thought - thought direction - can unsuspectedly 
lead towards the dissolution of the foundation of the State. Τη our country 
also, a new direction of thought had gained ground which slowly led to internal 
disruption end become the pacemaker of Bolshevism. 


Private enterprise cannot be maintained in the age of democracy; it is 
conceivable only if the people have a sound idea of authority and personality. 
Everything positive, good snd valuable, which has been achieved in the world 
in the field of economics ond culture, is solely attributable to the importance 
of personality. When, however, the defence of the existing order (DES 
GESCHEHFNEN), its political administration, is left to a majority, it will go 
irretrievably under. All the worldly goodswhich we possess, we owe to the 
struggle of the chosen (AUSERLESENEN). Would we have had the present conditions 
in the Middle iges, the foundations of our German REICH would never have been 
laid. The some mentality that was the basis for obt-ining these values must be 
used to preserve these values. All values which make up the height of our 
culture originated from an entirely different mentality than that which seized 
its administration since 1918. The revolution is the first conclusion of a 
decade-old develonment of discord in our people. All over the world we 

experience this crisis of disunity. The people, however, react differently 
towards it, as for exemple in Russis snd Italy. In the other countries, Germany 
included, this crisis, in its last possibilities and consequences, is not yet 
being recognized. Our people has not yet sufficiently recognized that there 
are two souls struggling for it. Our entire life is based upon common agree- 
ments. The smallest example of this is the femily and it leads on up to the 
State. It is an impossibility that part of th. people recognise private 
ownership while another nart denies it. Such a struggle splits the people. 
The struggle lasts until one side emerges victorious. hen a man deserts his 
unit he can be punished. When, however, 15% to 20% disregard their oath of 
allegiance, the unit must fail as a military instrument. The same applies 
to a State, if 15% of the people deny the State as a permanent recognized 
social order, no sound system can be set up for the general pubiic., Therefore, 
it is impossible to maintain Culture, irt, Religion ond Science, if a large 
percentage of the Notion refuses to abide by the thoughts which created such 
a Culture, Justice also can only be established upon generally recognised 
theories, Therefore, it ean also be Bolshevistic, if it has to protect 
thé Bolshevist cause. Sueh a condition of discord leads slowly but surely to 
agony, to the de^th of en ideslogy, No two idesoligies can continuously live 
alongside one another, In such struggles the strength of a people eats itself 
completely up internally and t erefore cannot act externally. It does not 
rest, This condition of attrition lasts until one party emerges victorious 
or the State itself dissolves, whereby a people loses its place in history. 
We live in such times now, when the die must be cast, and when we must decide 
whether we want to adomt a form of life that su»ports the State or to have 
Communism, The latter is also thinkable. It is often being said that 
Communism is the last step of hum-nity. I believe the very opposite; it is 
the origin of human development. It represcnts the most primitive form of 
human life, The deeper one delves into nature, the more alike becomes its 
achievements, they become as in Communism mor. and more homogeneous. The 
Communist principle does not hold water, It is not by chance that one person 
accomplishes more thon the other, The principle of private ownership which 
has slowly gone into the general conception of justice and has become a com- 
plic^ted process of economic life, is rooted in this f:ct. The course which 


wow 
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we have to take is clearly indicated. It is, however, not enough to say: 

We do not want Communism in (our) Economy. If we continue on our old 
political course, then we shall perish, We have fully experienced in the 

past years that Economics and Politics cannot be senorsted. The Foliticel 
conduct of the struggle is the primcry decisive factor. Therefore, politically 
Clecr conditions must be reached, As Economics alone has not made the German 
REICH so did politics not make Economies, But each one built ste dily higher 
upon the other, is a hand-in-hend working of Politics and Economics brought 
us to our height, so meant the working ^goinst one ^nother, 2s we experienced 
it after the revolution, continuous downfall. As I lay in the hospital in 
1918 I experienced the revolution in Bavaria. From the very beginning I saw 
it as a crisis in the development of the German people, as a period of transi- 
tion, Life always tears up humanity, It is therefore the noblest task of a 
Le^der to find idesls thet sre stronger than the factors that pull the people 
apart. I recognized even while in the hospital th-t one had to search for new 
ideas conducive to reconstruction. I found them in Nationalism, in the volue 
of personality, in the denial of reconciliation between nations, in the 
Strength and power of individunl personality. On this basis I tried to reach 
an underst nding between two souls struggling with one nother within the 
German people. The struggle which I undertook was so much horder because it 
was conducted during 5 time when the law fo^ the protection of the weak and 
decedent held true, a law under which every nation is doomed to perish. 

Of course, nothing is being 5ος m»lished by Simple denial of such ways of 
thought, one has to offer new thoughts, 17 one rejects pacifism, one must 

put a new idea in its pləce immediately. Everything must be -ushed aside, 
must be renlaced by something better. 


For 40 years we are exneriencing 7 continuous growth of Social Democracy. 
Bismark ssid shortly before he retired:- "If this kceos up, Marx must remain 
victorious", 


The crc^tive ond decomnosing forces in 2 people always fight against one 
onother, In this struggle one side always gains ever greater heights than 
the other, and therefore I have been following the deveiooment of Social- 
Democracy with stéadily growing concern and said to myself, we must come to a 
decision, I have repeatedly taken the occ.sion to point out to responsible 
people what dangers were thrc-tening the German people, Time and again it was 
argued, amongst others, by von Seeckt, that -Ὁ the oresent time this would 
mecn civil wor. ind when, a few ye^rs ogo, the number of Sociclist seats went 
back a little, I w-s told triumphantly:- "Look here, the danger is already 
over". They always comforted themselves with the hove that the Socialist 
movement would slow down by itself. The danger, however, cannot be overcome 
by such means, Human beings zre nothing less bnt equal, and if human beings 
are not led, they crop back into the most primitive ancient state, It was 
this perception th^t moved me to found a new Netion-list movement, which after 
14 years of struggle has become a le-ding force in the Germon REICH. Je must 
not forget thot ^11 the benefits of culture must be introduced more or less 
with on iron fist, just ~s once upon a time the farmers were forced to plant 
potatoes, For cll this however, cour ge, ond iron will and perseverence are 
essential. 


"le stond to-day facing the following situation:- Weimar imposed upon as 
a certain constitutional order by which they »ut us on a democratic basis, By 
that we were, however, not provided with an able governmental 2uthority. On 
the contrary, as I criticised Democr-cy before, Communism had to bore its way 
const^ntly dee»er into the German people, The result was an ever incfeasing 
tension, by which also - and thet is almost the worst - the courts did not 
remain uninfluenced, Two fronts have thus shaped themselves which put to us 
the choice:- either Marxism in its purest form or the other side. One 
cannot assume the voint of view and say:- the other side will gradually break 
through again. Such an attitude means defeat. When I wanted to act, I was 
advised to wait a while. But I did not agree to such toleration , With the 
very some courage with which we go to work to make un for what had been 
sinned during the last 14 years, we heve withstood all attempts to move us off 
the right way. We have turned down the favour (benevolence) of the Catholie 
Centre Party (ZENTRUM) to tolerste us, HUGENBERG has too small a movement. 
He has only consider^bly slowed down our develonment. ile must first gain 
complete power if we want to crush the other side completely. While still 
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gaining power one should not start the struggle against the opponent, Only 
when one knows that one has reached the pinnacle of power, that there is no 
further possible upward development, shzll one strike, In Prussia we must 

gain another 10 seats and in the Reich proper another 33. That is not 
impossible if we throw in all our strength, Then only begins second action 
against Communism. 


Now we stand before the last election, Regardless of the outcome there 
will be no retre-t (RÜCKFALL), even if the coming election does not bring 
about 5 decision. One wzy or another, if the election does not decide, the 
decision must be brought bout even by other means, (Eben auf einem anderen 
Weg fallen) I h-ve intervened in order to give the people once more the chance 

to decide their fate by themselves, This determination is a strong asset for 
whatever must possibly happen later. Does the election bring no result, well, 
Germany won't go to ruin. Today, os never before, everyone is under the 
oblig^tion to pledge himself to success, The necessity to make sxcrifices has 
never been greater thon now, For Economy I heve the one wish that it go 
perallel with the internal structure to meet a calm future. The question of 
restoration of the WEHRMACHT will not be decided at Geneva, but in Germany, 
when we have gained internal strength through internal pezce. There will, 
however, be no internnl peace until Marxism is eliminated (ERLEDIGT), Here 
lies the decision which we must go to meet, hard as the struggle might be, 
I put my life into this struggle day after day as do all those who joined me in 
this struggle. There are only two possibilities, either to crowd back the 
opponent on constitution:1 grounds, ond for this purpose. once more this election, 
or a struggle will be conducted with other weapons, which may demand greater 
sacrifices, I would,like to see them avoided. I hope the Germ-n people 
thus recognise the gre^tness of the hour. It shall decide over the next 10 
or probably even 100 ye-rs. It will become a turning point in German history, 
to which I nledge myself with gloving energy.

"Frankfurter Zeitung", 
17 November 1938 


The stat. and the economy constitute a unity. They must be directed 
&ccording to tne same principles. The best proof thereof has been rendered 
by the most recent development of the Jewish problem in Germany. One cannot 
exclude the Jews from the volitical life, but let them live and work in the 
economic sphere. The fact that the last violent explosion of the disgust of 
the German people, because of a criminal Jewish attack against the German 
people, took place at a time when we were standing just before the termination 
of the economic measures for the elimination of the Jews from the German 
economy - this fact is a result of the other fact that in the last years we 
had not handled this problem sufficiently early and consistently.| In any 
event, the bases of a complete elimination of the Jews also from the economy 
had already been laid by the decrees of the Commissioner for the Four Year 
Plan, Field Marshal Goering who was the first to undertake the solution of 
this problem. In the meantime, by means of Aryanization performed under 
governmental supervision, the Jews had already been excluded comoletely from 
tne stock exchanges and the banks and almost completely from the large 
businesses and all important industrial enterprises. According to estimates, 
of the net? property of approximately 7 billion marks, determined pursuant to 
the decree for the registration of Jewish property, 2 billion marks have 
already been transferred into German possession. The preparations so far made 
now make it possible to eliminate, within a certain period, the Jews from 
German business life without exception end to transfer ‘he still existing 
Jewish property into German hands azainst settlement payments in the form of 
bonds. In doing so,special care will be taken that the supply of commodities, 
which is so extremely important and valuable to us in view of the Four Year 
Plan, is properly made available for use by the German people without loss in 
value or substance; and precaution must further bo teken that the large capital 
transactions and allocations to bc made for the Aryanization do not tighten 
in an unbearable manner the capital market for the required investments and for 
subscriotions to Government bonds.

GEORGE S. MussShoMITY, being first duly sworn, deposes end says: 


During the period 1930 to the late spring of 1934, I was Consul 
the United States cf smerica in Berlin. During that period and 
åuring the years 1933 and until my departure for Austria in the 
1934, the nature of my work brought me into frequent contact with German Govern- 
ment officials. As background for this statement it is pertinent to state that 
this contact vith German Government officals in the highest categories vas neces- 
sary by me as Consul General, and some of my principal associates, because of 
the circumstances of the period. 

In the period immediately precedinz the coming into power of the National 
Socialists it was necessary for me ané some of my principal associates in the 
Consulate General to have. contact with high officials of the German Government 
because of the unsettled state of sffairs in Germany due to the uncertain politica. 
situation; this involved difficultics ^or American firms of various kinds which 
made the intervention of tho Consulate Gencral in the lino roeular duty 
necessary. In addition to this contact with the officials of the Government, 

as a matter of further duty, I hed contact with individuals in 211 parties in 
Germany in order to keep xysolf and therefore our ^overnnent currently in- 
formed with τοσοτᾶ to developments in the political picture in Germany». During 
that period, and before tho National Socialists came into power, I therefore hed 
contact of an informal cher-cter vith porsons in the Yationel Socialist Party 
for the purpose of securing information ss to their aims and objectives, but that 
contact ws, before the 30098 to power of that party, with secondary rather than 
with the first renkine members

It is difficult to explain adoou^toly in a st^torent of this kind the cir- 
cumstances under which those officials of tho Nezi German AUFS μα. froguontly 
took occasion to talk to mo most frankly about matters o? genaral Nazi policy 
end to discuss frankly οπά freely the sins and purrosos of the Nazi regime. 
Frequently our conversations were 1 r and difficult beceuse of the matters 
which I had to prosent and on which I hed to teke thc firmest stand. Not 
infroquently at the ond of such of^ici-l conversations thay spoke freely end 


without any reserve with rogard to th: aims of the resime. 


It is the more inportant to brinz this out in this oreliminary section of 
my statement becesuse I did not at »ny time conceal from sny of these Nazi 
officials my complete lack of sympathy with the course which they were pursuing 
not did I hesit>te to say to them what I considered was the denger of 
course which they were pursuing not only for Germany but for | 
rest of tho world. Their freedom of expression to mo was all * more in- 
teresting in view of the f-ct thet I nevor hesitated to assert in the strongest 
possible way tho rights of the United Statcs 2nd of its citizo whon they were 
violated. It recuires a knowledges of tho circumsteners ο > time, of the 
cher-cter and psychology of these hish Nazi ond secondary Nazi of“icials to bo 
able to appreciate th-t the f-ct tht I was forthrisht in my views «πὰ did not 
hesitate to express them and particularly that we stocd out so stronzly for the 
rights of our country and our citizens that lod them to respect me and my 
associates and to reveal to me more than thoy very probably reveled to other 
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foreign representatives. Whatever tho ro^sons

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In tho leto spring or carly summer of 1934, I cannot recall tho oxact 
date, I loft my post +s Consul Goncral -t Borlin to <o to Vienna where I 
remained until tho late spring of 1937. During ny stay in Austria, I hed 
intimate official and personal contact vith the hichost officials of the 
Austrian Government 2s woll as with many of the secondary snd lower ranking 
officisls. I hed this intimate contect vith these officials of tho Austrian 
Government from the very outset dio undoubtodly to the fet that when I como 
te Austri» it wes alrosdy wcll known that I was an outspoken opponent of 9511 
thet tho Nazi Government «πᾶ leaders stood for. In consequence, even though 
I wes the Minister of a country which was cons siderod in Austria as having 
immedisto concern in Austria's forcian rolations, I reecived much information 
from the many Austrian officials on developments in Austro-Gormen rolstions 
end in thcir relations with other countries in Europo. Among those whon I 
sew frequently «nd from whom I obtained information were the followin:

I can assert thet it was fully understood ty everyone in Germany 
who hed any knowledge wh^tovor of what wes goine on thet Hitlor end the Nazi 
Government were irrevocably committed to this ond end the only doubt which 
ever existed in conversations or st^tomonts to πο was "how" and "when" 


At tho beginninss of the Nazi regine in 1933, Germeny wes, of course 
far too weak to permit any open thrests of force *gainst any country, such 
28 the throats “hich tho Nazis made in 1938. Instead it wes the »vowod and 
decl*red policy of the Wazi Government to "ccorplish the sero rosults which 
they later accomplished throueh forco through the methods which hed proved 
so successful for them in Εμ — obtein 5 foothold in the Cabinct, k ην 
larly in tho Ministry of the Interior which controllod tho police, 2nd thon 
quickly eliminate the سا ات‎ elements. During my stay in Austria I was 
told on any number of occasions by Chancellor Dollfuss, Chancellor Schuschnigg, 
President Miklas and other high officials of mo Austrian Government thet the 
Gorman Government kept up constent end unceasing prossure upon the Austrian 
Government to sgroo to the inclusion of 5 mmber of Ministers with Nazi orienta- 
tion. The English end French Ministers in Vienna with whom I was in constant 
end close cont*ct confirmed this information through ststononts which thoy 
made to no of convors^tions which thoy had with hich Austrien officials. 
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In order to compel the Austrian Government accopt their terms the 


Nazis resorted to almost every conceivable meas: including economic 
pressure, propegenda, and most important of all, torroristic ^cts. My in- 
formation concerning these torroristic outrezcs me p»rtly from official 
communiques of the Austrian Government, partly f: responsible news sources, 
and to 5 very considerable cxtont from Skubl, the Police Prosidcnt and later 
Minister of Public Security, whom I saw fro cuontly end know voll. The Austrian

ne Austrian Legion was kept in readiness in Gsrmany. Although 
it was taken beck some miles Turthor from the austrian frontier, it 
remained undissolved in Spite of the engagement which had been take 
to dissolve it. The austrian 'ovornmonb reecived positivo informa- 
tion to this effect from time to tise which it passed on to me and 
I had direct information to the sane effect fron reliable persons 


coming from '"ormany to Vienna who actually saw the Legion. 


On the Surface, however, German activities consisted princi- 
pally of efforts to win the Support of prominent and influential men 
through insidious efforts of all kinds, including the use of the 
German Diplomatic ilission in Vionna and its facilities and personnel. 
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Von Papen as Verman minister entertained frequently and on a lavish 
Scale. iie approachsd almost every member of the Austrian Vabinet, 
elling them, aS several of them later informed me, that Germany 
was bound to prevail in the long run and that they should join the 
Winning side if they wished to enjoy positions of power und influence 
under Yorman control. Uf course, openly and outwardly he gave 
Solemn assurance that "ornony would respect Austrian independence 
and that all thit she wished to do was to get rid of clements in 
the austrian vovernmont like the Chancellor, Schuschnigge and Star- 
hemberg as head of the Heimwehr and others, and replace them by 8 
few "nationally-minded" austrians, which of course meant Nazis. 
Ine whole basic effort of von Papon was to bring about anschluss. 


In early 1935, the austrian Zoreign Linistor, Pergi ialdeneggz, 
informed me that in the course of a ات‎ Idae with » Papen, 
tho latter had remarked "Yos, you have your “reneh and english 
fricnds now and you can h.ve your iridep endence a little longer". 

The forcign sinister, of course, told ms this remark in verman but 
the foregoing is an accurate translation. The Forsign Minister 

told me that he had replied to von Papen "I am glad to nave from 
your own lips your own opinion which agrees with what your chief has 
Just said in the 3aar and which you h.vo taken such pains to deny." 
Von Papen appeared to be terribly upset when he realized just what 
he had said and tricd to cover his statements, but according to 
Bergcr-waldonegg, kept constantly gotting into aeesper water.

The sustrien Government sousht to counteract this pressure in some way 
by allowing activity in favor cf a restoration of the Hepsbures.
